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District Agriculturist;

Soil Erosion 

This is one of the problems 
facing nearly every farmer’. Re- 
cent years have seen enough 
moisture that the problem was 
not too great but in spite of this’ 
many fields show signs of wind 
erosion, other fields have been 
gullied by water. Proper use of 
machinery can.be of great help 
in preventing both types of e 
sion. Too much speed with ma- 
chihery pulverizes the top soil 
wind and water erosion. Return- 
ing styaw and stubble to the soil 
and leaves it subject ‘to both 
and using forage crops in the 
crop: rotation are the best me- 
thods to preverit erosion. 


Care of Lawns 


The lawn is the background 
and setting for the home 
‘grounds, The grass used for a 
lawn should be a species which 
is hardy and adaptable. The fol- 
lowing suggestions may be help- 
ful in keeping the lawn in good 
shape. Only mow the lawn of- 
ten: enotigh to prevent too long 
a top growth: Never cut lower 
than 14% inches and during late 
August and: September not low- 
er than 2 inches. Do not mow at 
all after. the middle of Septem- 
ber. Remove the-clippings from 
the first cut in the spring .but 


are’a lot of clippings. A heavy 
application of well rotted man- 
ure in the fall and spring appli- 
cation of ammonium nitrate or 
Ammonium Sulphate will be of 
great benefit,

NARCOTIC DRUGS. 

There are about 3,300 known’ 
narcotic addicts in Canada and 
it is realized that a great amount 
of human suffering is involved. 
A senate committee has been set 
up to investigate the problem 
and to bring in recommendations 
for its solution. 

An addict is one who has ac- 
quired a physical or mental de- 
pendence on a narcotic drug and 
in nearly all. cases the victim is 
quite unable to help himself. He 
will deceive his friends and com- 
mit almost any crime in his des- 
peration to obtain the drug. 

The records show that the 
people in the country that is now 
the Arab Kingdom cultivated the 
poppy in order to extract juice 
5,000 years B.C, It was old in 
Greek legend before the time of 
Homer because he has Helen of 
Troy saying that the poppy juice 
had the ower of “inducing for- 
getfulness of pain and the sense 
of evil.” 

Down through the ages the 
traffic has been the cause of 
wars and much suffering. India 
was the chief source of supply 
and China. the chief, market. 
There have been rumors that 
high schools in Canada are a 
source of addiction. Such is de- 
finitely not the case. In all of 
Canada there are only 26 addicts 
under twenty years of age: Seven 
of these are males and 19 fe- 
males, but none of them were 
attending school. Most of the 
addicts are people with no fixed 
abode and no regular occupation. 
They often come from broken 
homes. Many of them have cri- 
minal records and many are not 
strong enough mentally to meet. 
problems that arise, and use dope 
to induce forgetfulness and as a 
temporary escape from worry. 

One ounce of heroin is worth 
about $12.00 wholesale and will 


jmake up about 1,750 capsules. 


These sell to the poor addicts for 


'from $3.00 to $5.00 each, so the 


consumers pay about $5,200 = 
$8,700 for the ounce, 

It has been suggested that go- 
vernment depots should be set up 
to supply. addicts with a main- 
tenance dose at cost. In 1919

in U.S.A. some 44 such clinics 
were opened.

The ambulatory treatment 
consists of giving the addict a 
supply and expecting him to 
gradually taper off. This always 
leads to failure. The “cold tur- 
key” treatment means a sudden’ 
withdrawal. It arouses resent- 


‘ment, is harsh, and most addicts 


returh to the habit when re- 
leased. The treatment at Lexing- 
ton consists of mediéal care with 
sedatives for a week, then eight 
months instituational treatment 
with work, play, good food and 
encouragement. After leaving 
the hospital, supervision contin- 
ues and about 60 per cent.do not 
return so many of them may be 
cured. .This treatment means 
that large sums of money will be 
required, but in relieving human 
misery nothing needful can be 
withheld. —F. W. Gershaw.

In fact, about the only unsightly things we see about us in 
spring, sights that would jar the creativeness of any poet, are man- 
made: Drab, unpainted houses; grey-weather-beaten barns; bro- 
ken down fences; weed infested yards and roadways. 


While such eyesores are more evident in large urban centres 
where buildings are tightly concentrated, they can also be seen 
in many rural areas—but spread over more square miles, 


Man, however, is trying to.do something about eliminating 
them. In Canada each spring an annual beautification campaign is 
conducted urging citizens to clean up and paint up, their properties. 
This year it officially starts.on May 15. Plans are being formulated. 
in several parts of Canada to make this the biggest campaign of 
this kind to date. In Saskatchewan a province-wide clean up, paint 
up program will be co-ordinated with the golden jubilee currently 
being celebrated there. In Essex county in Ontario, a farmstead 
improvement project is underway to beautify county farms in pre- 
paration for the world plowing matches which will take place there 
this fall. In Niagara Falls, already a garden spot, beautification will 
be more vigorously promoted to prepare for the world jamboree . 
of Boy Scouts to be held there this summer. 


But we shouldn’t wait for special events to stir us into clean- 
ing our surroundings. Beautification should be carried éut when it 
is needed. However, if you must waitfor an occasion, then jump 
on your local “clean up paint up” campaign wagon with vigor. If 
there is no local campaign, then help start. one. Make Canada. a 
beautiful place, not only for visitors but for Canadians. —Selected.
